W, ITH the peak of our summer travel 
season fast approaching, I would 
like to call the attention of all of our 
railzoad men and women to some of the 
many ways and means by which we can 
get more people to ride our trains. 

The Passenger Traffic Department 
to most people is the “Front Door” 
to the railroad. Our only product is 
passenger service, and when we sell it, 
we are selling the whole railroad. Hence, 
we are in the public relations business 
too. 

We urge participalion in com- 
munity affairs, clubs and civic organi- 
tions by members of all departments, 
particularly freight and passenger traffic 
representatives, which will create a 
friendly feeling and in turn produce 
business, both passenger and freight. 

The 98,000 employes of Southern 
Pacific and its affiliated companics 
make a potential sales team which 
ean be a great force in selling train 
travel. If each member of this family 
would influence two of his friends to 


“next time, try the train,” I believe our 
loadings would increase—even beyond 
the 119% increase in gross passenger 
revenue we had last year over 1940 (of 
which 44% was due to increased rates 
while the balance represented greater 
volume.) 

Did our advertised service com- 
pletely meet the expectations of 
these 13,000,000 passengers? If we 
fulfilled our boast of rendering the best 
in courtesy, comfort, service, depend- 
ability and safety, they should be back 
with us again the next time they travel. 
Tf we didn’t meet this obligation we 
have only ourselves to blame when they 
use a competing service. 

Once we succeed in getting a pas- 
senger we must give him everything 
we advertised. The one thing that will 
secure new, and retain eld, business is 
good service. In my opinion the largest 
source of future business is today’s pas- 
senger. If we please him 100% with our 
service and attention, I think he and the 
13,000,000 others who rode our trains 
last year will be responsible for our

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passenger traffic continuing to increase. 

Are we still taking our best cus- 
tomer for granted? The military busi- 
ness rates this No. 1 distinction on our 
road, yet we and the other railroads are 
steadily retreating in the face of the 
airlines’ inroads. Here is a terrific busi- 
ness potential that doesn’t require any 
advertising stimulus to move. We can’t 
always solicit military business by direct 
means, but we can do so indirectly by 
maintaining a friendly and constant re- 
lationship with the local transportation 
officer, the sergeant under him and the 
lower echelon boys who make out the 
T/Rs. A friendly contact can bring 
favorable routings, and even more im- 
portant, let’s be sure we take good care 
of the military passenger when we get 
him on our trains. 

We musi make it easy for them 
to do business with us. It may mean 
some inconvenience to us, but if it 
eliminates one inconvenience for the mil- 
itary customer, we should do it. 

Don’t treat the “GI” as a sccond- 
ary traveler. He’s a big part of our 
business. He doesn’t necessarily need us, 
but we need him. If we treat him with 
courtesy now, hell be back with us 
when he’s in civilian clothes. 

How we handle all these passen- 
gers includes many factors. An im- 
perative need is clean cars. Whether new 
or old, our equipment will not be sub- 
ject to complaint if it is clean. So it can 
be readily seen how important a part our 
coach cleaners and ether maintenance 
forces play in our public relations effort. 

First and Jast impressions are the 
most important, it has been said. 
The first impression might be made by 
the ticket clerk, the redcap, the chair 
ear porter, the telephone operator, or 
countless others. 

We want our customers to fcel it’s 
easy to do business with ws. Our 
new Central Travel Service Agency at 
Los Angeles is one example of our 
efforts. Here we provide a “one-stop” 
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“Miss San Francisco," otherwise known as Sue 
Fetts, displayed brains as well as beauty when 
she picked the "Sun-Tan Special" as her choice 
of fravel to Santa Cruz during the summer 
season, She was accompanied to SF 3d & 
Townsend Station by T. L. Chess, genl. pas- 
senger agt., SF territory, Behind the counter: 
Robert Patterson, city ticket agent. 


telephone sales system where passengers 
arrange all details of their trip in one 
call to one passenger representative at 
their convenience rather than waiting in 
Jine—invariably at the travelers’ incon- 
venience. 

Treat any complaint as a good 
opportunity not only to save a cus- 
tomer but to make a lifetime friend. If 
a customer takes time to make a com- 
plaint, it merits prompt, straightforward 
explanation, Even though the complaint 
may not have been justified, we must be 
certain the customer does not feel he 
was entirely wrong. We may win our 
point but lose a customer. 

Never before have the railroads 
heen faced with as much competi- 
tion as surrounds them today. As in the 
past, we will have problems to meet but 
by working together we should be able 
to solve them and thereby progress. 
We have a fine product to sell and one 
that has more selling points than any 
other travel product. Add to ‘this the 
population increase plus the fact that 
‘wages and employment are at a high 
Jevel, and I think we have every right to 
Jook forward with optimism to the years 
ahead as good railroad travel years.

One son, Bert, is LA Division 
engineer, She was the friend of many 
railroaders, including Retired President 
A. T. Mercier, who started his Southern 
Pacific career in the desert area. 


Nellie kept in touch with many of her 
old-time acquaintances following her re- 
tirement. She delighted in meeting with 
other carly-day telegraphers, many of 
whom she had never seen before but 
with whom she had often talked via the 
clicking keys across the lonely desert 
and San Gargonio Pass.

New Installation Gives Greater 
Efficiency to Wheel Production 


BATTERY of 51 “unit-type” an- 
nealing pits has heen added to the 
Sacramento General Shops Wheel Foun- 
dry, enabling continued production of 
upwards of 350 freight car wheels daily, 
according to F. E. Russell, superintend- 
ent of motive power there. 
Representing an expenditure of a 
substantial amount, the new pits 
tually steel cylinders 17 feet high and 
54 inches in diameter—replace a set of 
outmoded sand-filled pits. The new pits 
are lined with lightweight insulating 
material of the latest type. Each holds 
25 wheels and is designed to insure 
uniform heat equalization throughout 
each wheel at about 1400° F. after cast- 
ing, and regulate cooling down to a 


temperature allowing removal and final 
sand-blasting before storage without 
danger of thermal shock. 


All of the more than 100 foundry 
workers were able to continue at work 
while the new pits were being installed. 
Some assisted in the changeover of pits 
and the rest were utilized on other avail- 
able work in the shops, among the larg- 
est railroad shops in the nation.

The foundry’s operations will be fur- 
ther improved by use of forklift trucks 
to move wheels from molds to pits and 
a high speed overhead crane to transfer 
wheels to and from the pits. 


A glimpse into the foundry’s opera- 
tions presents a comparison to the 
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Story of wheel construction starts (top left, opposite page), with pile of discarded wheels, basic 


ingredients of new wheels, which are broken up and hoisted in bucket, {next picture): 40 top 
of huge melting furnace where Melter Frank Petkovich is ready to guide load into cupola.

housewife’s cake-making technique, but 
on a scale as fellows: 

“Take 12,000 pounds of well-broken 
serap wheels, mix well with 50-60 pounds 
of limestone, a dash of ferro-silicone, a 
Pinch of ferro-manganese and heat the 
result in a 2750° F. oven, heated by a 
1100-pound coke fire for an hour and a 
half. before pouring into individual 
molds, After setting 40 minutes, put the 
contents in a cooler for 72 hours, sand- 
blast and serve.” 

These wheels are of the chilled tread 
cast-iron type, which takes its name 
from the practice of pouring of molten 
iron into sand molds with the tread and 
flange portions of the wheel against a 
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metal ring or “chiller” which promotes 
more rapid cooling and consequent extra 
hardening to insure the wear-resistant 
qualities that produce upwards of 600,- 
000 miles service from each wheel, -ac- 
cording to P. V. Garin, engineer of tests, 
SF. : 

After sand-blasting, two of each 100 
wheels are destroyed ior test purposes, 
one by impact and the other by heat, to 
insure quality of the batch. These scraps 
are returned to the furnace for remelt- 
ing. 

The finished wheels go under the cars 
repaired at rip tracks and shops through- 
out the eight-state system or are in- 
stalled on new cars manufactured at 
Sacramento. 
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PMT Is Increasing Fleet 


By Own Building Program 


ppecile MOTOR Trucking Com- 
| pany shop people are just as versa- 
tile as their railroad brothers. When 
they need some equipment that cannot 
be obtained from other sources econom- 
ically and in time to meet operational 
deadline, they just go ahead and build 
it themselve: 


That's what’s heen going on recently 
at the Les Angeles PMY Shops. The 
trucking company needed 16 additional 
semitrailers, 2 additional full trailers 
and 22 additional power units to handle 
the transportation of new automobiles 
and Hight trucks from Los Angeles GMC 
and Chevrolet assembly plants to dis- 
tributors in Southern California. 


J. H. Ritter, PMT manager of equip- 
ment, and his staff in San Francisco 
determined that the Los Angeles PMT 
Shops should build the new equipment, 
and the program was set up for purchase 
of material and fabrication of units. The 
power units were ordered from a manu- 
facturer and adapted for auto transport 
hy the PMT forces. Only wheels 
and axle assemblies were purchased for 
the trailers. The balance of the trailer 
construction was dane by PMT men. 


The pictures above show the work 
done to convert the power units to auto 
transport use, First the frame was 
shortened and a coupling device (fifth 
wheel) was added so that the unit could 


accommodate the semitrailer. As this 
was going on, the overhead frames that 
permit a car to be carried above the 
power unit’s cab were being constructed 
and painted. The third picture shows how 
the frame was lowered over the cab. 
The finishing touches, painting of PMT 
letters and unit numbers, are being 
completed in the fourth picture, 

Below, in the left-hand picture, is 
shown the first stage in the construction 
of the auto carrying semitrailer. Sup- 
ports have been welded together to form 
the trailer frame. The ramp plates have 
been added in the second picture and 
work on the upright frame that will 
carry a cab above those on the bed of 
the trailer is being completed. The next 
picture shows Louis A. Borener, super- 
intendent of PMT Los Angeles Shops 
(on trailer), and Fred P. Granville as- 
sistant superintendent, checking a 


finished trailer before it is painted. The 
final picture shows a new auto transport 
rig in action as it is loaded with new 
cars at one of the Los Angeles area 
automobile manufacturing plants. 


The trailers were built and the power 
units converted right on schedule and 
the Los Angeles Shop men are now 
eager for a new building assignment. 

In addition to special building jobs, 
such as the one described here, PMT 
forces construct the majority of the com- 
pany’s truck and trailer bodies. In one 
program alone twenty-nine were built 
last year. Semitrailers are also con- 
structed periodically. Rebuilding and 
repair of truck and trailer bodies goes 
on constantly, All repairs to power units 
are also made at the various PMT shops. 

Tn addition to Los Angeles, larger 
shops where repair and rebuilding work 
is done, are located in Tucson, Fresno, 
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San Francisco, Sacramento and Port- 
land. Smaller shops are located in El 
Paso, Phoenix, Southgate and Raymer 
in the Los Angeles Area, Lone Pine and 
Eugene. 


Central control for the PMT mechani- 
cal operation is in San Francisco. Work- 
ing with Manager of Equipment Ritter 
in supervising repair and building ac- 
tivities are Assistants G. Liden, D. J. 
Hurst, A. S. Killgore, R. B. Baez and 
D. O. Thornton. In addition to his other 
duties, Ritter has the responsibility for 
design selection and procurement, as 
well as general supervision over all shops 
and mechanical officers. 


Pacific Motor Trucking Company now 
has 1591 units of equipment in opera- 
tion. And if they had to, the PMT shop 
men could probably rebuild any of them 
from the ground up. 


PMT Freight Traffic 
Department Organized 


EFFECTIVE July 1, the establish- 
ment of a new Freight Traffic De- 
partment for Pacific Motor Trucking 
Company was announced, with M. G. 
Smith named freight traffic manager and 
S. F. Jordan, assistant freight traffic 
manager. 


Creation of the new department was 
authorized to enable SP’s trucking sub- 
sidiary to effectively handle the expand- 
ing volume of solicitation requirements 
resulting from PMT’s growing activities. 


Smith, who was formerly assistant to 
freight trafic manager, PMT, and spe- 
cial representative, SPCo., Pacific Lines, 
with headquarters in San Francisco, 
started with SP in 1906 as an office boy 
in the Passenger Traffic Department, 
transferred to the Freight: Traffic De- 
partment and held various clerical posi- 
tions in that department, all in San 
Francisco, until 1928, when he became 
chief clerk in the commerce bureau. He 


was appointed commerce agent, SF, in 
1936 and held that position until 1940 
when he assumed the duties he relin- 
quishes with the present appointment. 


Jordan joined PMT as a clerk in 1938 
and advanced through various clerical 
Positions to become office engineer in 
1942 before entering military service. 
On his release in July, 1946, he rejoined 
PMT, becoming superintendent at San 
Francisco in 1947, the position he held 
until his current appointment. 


Also announced was the creation of 
positions of Central, Northern and East- 
ern District traffic representatives, filled 
by R. M. Marshall, San Francisco; L. C. 
Van Hyning, Portland, and J. O, Bentz, 
Phoenix, respectively. 


Marshall started with PMT as a driver 
in 1932 and has been successively head 
driver, assistant superintendent and su- 
perintendent at Portland, Sacramento 
and Oakland prior to receiving his new 
post, Van Hyning was first employed at 
Eugene as a PMT driver in 1940, later 
becoming assistant superintendent and 
finally superintendent at Portland from 
1951 to date. Bentz began his PMT ca- 
reer as a driver at Tucson in 1938 and 
since has been dispatcher-clerk, later 
foreman, superintendent and chief clerk, 
all at Tucson, and superintendent at 
Phoenix in 1945,

that amount ate underway. Individual 
waterfront units along both sides of the 
river from Morristown to the Atlantic 
Ocean have combined to make this the 
nation’s second largest port, 

In addition to their common produc. 
tion of diversified farm crops, the three 
states combine to turn out almost every 
manufactured item used in our economy. 
New Jersey has petroleum refining, ma- 
chine shop production, ship building, 
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glass, paper pulp and chemical manu- 
facturing among its major industries. 

Pennsylvania turns out a multitude 
of raw materials and finished products, 
from coal, iron and steel commodities, 
paper, printed materials, magazines, 
textiles of all types and those basic es- 
sentials of our continued good service— 
freight and passenger cars.

MORE FROM YOUR TELEVISION 


According to the Rural Electrification 
Administration of the U. S$. Dept. of 
Agriculture, folks with TV sets should 
give thought to the lighting of the room. 

Many new owners of TV sets make the 
mistake of thinking that the room should 
be entirely dark when the set is turned 
on. That thinking is incorrect, for 
watching a bright sereen in a dark room 
may be almost as tiring to the eyes as 
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driving against the glare of onceming 
headlights. 

‘fo balance the bright light from the 
television screen, Jow lights may be used 
—or soft indirect lights placed at the 
back of the get, above it, or on either 
side. H lamps are used, medium-dark 
shades are best. 

No lamp should be located directly in 
the line of vision toward the screen be- 
cause it will interfere with the clearness 
of the picture. No light should be re- 
flected on the sereen. And no light 
should shine directly on the screen. 


Daylight viewing calls for some ad- 
justment of light from windows. This 
often requires curtains or venetian blinds 
on windows that shine directly onto 
screen or into the eycs of the viewers.
